The Old form Said to Have Been Mis- 


leading as to the Condition of the Na 
tlonal Debt—What 
the 
New Form 


Shows for June—Last Tear's Income 
and Outgo—Immigration Statistics for 
Seventy Years—A Total of 12,041.088 
Arrivals In That Period—Official Notes. 
WASHINGTON, Julys.—The monthly pub- 


lic debt statement was issued yesterday in 
an entirely new form. It combines both 
the secretary's statement of the public 
debt and the United States treasurer's 
statement of assets and liabilities, hereto- 
fore issued separately. Comparison with 
the last monthly statement and the state- 
ment issued July 1,1890, shows an. increase 
in the public debt during the past month 
of about 15,000,000, and a net reduction 
dnrmg the past fiscal year of $23,000,000. 
""'he surplus in the treasury in the new 
form is placed at $53,893.808, or about 
$5,000.000 less than a month ago, with no 
change in the interest-bearing debt of the 
government during the past month. Tlie 
bonded debt is £610,539,120, made np in 
round numbers of $.iCO,000,000 4's and $30,- 
500,000 4K per cent bonds. 


Kxplanation of tho New Form. 


Secretary Foster last e^ euing gave out 


the following statement explanatory of 
the changed form of statement, and tbe 
daily statement of cash in the treasury, 
which will hereafter be issued: Hereto- 
fore the manner -and make-up of the 
monthly statement required the showing 
of an increase or decrease in the public 
debt. Under this form it has happened 
on several occasions that when large pur 
chases of bonds were made the statement 
following would show an increase of tlio 
public debt when a reduction had real.y 
been effected. This was owing to the fact 
that the principal and premium paid for 
bonds reduced the cosh on hand beyond 
the amount of bonds actually redeemed.' 


Debt and Cush Statement* Separated. 
The secretary has concluded after mr.ch 


thought on the subject to separate tho 
statement o£ the debt from the statement 
of tbe cash in tbe treasury. Heieafter tLo 
statement of the cash on hand will show 
the net increase or decrease from month 
to month and this statement will be a part 
of tbe form now adopted. In making up 
the new statement of the cosh in the traas- 
ury the figures will plainly show the dif- 
ferent kmds of money included in tlie 10- 
tal Against this total will be stated the 
cash liabilities This part of tbe new 
fown will take tbe place of the assets anc. 
liabilities statement heretofore issued by 
the treasurer 
In former debt Statements 


the accrued interest and interest due aid 
unpaid have appeared as current liabili- 
ties. 


These items have been eliminated. The 


secretary holds that if accrued interest 
may be charged as a liability against cash, 
then with equal propriety accrued salaries 
con be so charged, or ill like manner the 
accrued liability for the construction of 
public buildings, or for tlie improvement 
of rivers ana harbors. The matured debt 
item is made up of the remnant of bonds 
and other forms of indebtedness remain- 
ing unpaid from tbe foundation of tbe 
government. 
It is assumed that less 


I han 2o per cent, of these rt ill ever be pre- 
sented for payment. They are now as 
heretofore cpi-ried on the debt staterhent, 
but not as a liability against cash. 


Four Items of Liability. 


The secretary also calls attention to four 


items of liability against the cash in the 
treasury amounting to $51,000,000, com- 
posed: First, of the 5 per cenC fund held 
for the redemption of uucurrent national 
bank notes, which sum can only be re- 
duced by the retirement of national bank 
circulation. 
The secretary thinks this 


amount ought by law to be cohered into 
the tieasury, as was done recentlv with 
the fund for the redemption of failed 
and retired -lational banks. The proba- 
bility is that this sum will be increased 
during the coming year, instead of being 
reduced 
Second, the item of outstand- 


ing checks ni.d drafts, which ran ly ever 
falls 
below 
$5,000,000. 
Third, 
dis 


bursing officers' balances, now amount- 
ing to about $SJ,000,OUO. This money 
is m the treasury and in the government 
depositories to the credit of disbursing of- 
ficers, and seldom falls below the present 
amount. Fourth, agency accounts made 
up mainly of postal revenues and subject 
to the draft of tbe postmaster general. 
This, too, rarely falls below $5,000,000. 
These four items, he says, if held by 
bank, ccnild be safely loaned up to nine- 
tenths of the total sum. The secretaiy 
will not hereafter deduct from bis cash 
balance the amouuv on deposit in national 
banks, nor the fractional silver coin on 
hand. He thinks there is no good reason 
why this should ever ba\e been done.

STATISTICS OF IMMIGRATION. 


Fifteen and a Half Millions from th« Old 


World in Seventy Yaar*. 


WASHINGTON', Julys.—The immigration 


into the United States from 1820 to 1890 is 
the subject of a special report which haa 
been prepared by Major Brock, the chief 
of tbe bureau of statistics of thejtreasury 
department, and will soon be published 
No official record was made of the influx 
of foreign population to this country be- 
fore 1830, but the immigration from tbe 
close of the Revolutionary war to that 
time is estimated at 235,000. The arrival!) 
of immigrants from 1831 to 1890 hava 
reached 15,611,688. 


Nationality of the Arrival!. 


The proportion of arrivals from Europe 


has increased from 68.&I per cent, of the 
whole immigration in the decade from 
1631 to 1830, to 91.67 per cent, m the last de- 
cade from 1881 to 1890 The followmg fig- 
ures give the arrivals of each nationality 
during the entire period from 1820 to 1890.

England, 2,«>0,034; British North 


American possessions, 1,0.29.083; Norway 
and Sweden, 943,330; Austria-Hungary,

Frightful Experience of Throe Chlldrei

PEORIA, Ills., July 2—The three los

party had made only a half mile. Luthei 
when found was naked and lying on t 
small island of mud. He was terribly ex 
hausted and had to be carried home 


Found the Other Itoys. 


According to bis story, having gotten 


in an old boat at the upper bridge he wai 
shoved off by two other boys and wai 
drifted by wind and waves to the plac< 
where he was found. Search for the re 
nmining boys was tben renewed and aboul 
2:30 in tbe afternoon one of a party o! 
three, while calling to his companions 
was answered by a weak, piping voice 
seemingly almost from under his feet. It 
tbe middle of a dense t hicket tbe otbei 
two boys were found They could not> pos 
sibly have lived another hour. They also, 
like Lnke Crandall, were nuked and lymf 
in mud aud water that nearly covered 
their bodies In this horrible spot thej 
bad 
been lying for forty-eight hours 


naked and exposed to the chilly atmos 
pbere. 


May Die from Exposure. 


They were carried home and, when silf 


ficiently revived to speak, said they had 
got into another old boat after the de- 
parture of Luther Crandall and had also 
been blown to the Tazewell shore. Thej 
penetrated the swamps as far as they 
could, but when night came they went tc 
the place found. They became to. chilled 
that they were unable to get any further, 
and having removed their wet clothing 
were unable to put it on again.

children last found may die, not only from 
exhaustion, but from serious illness caused 
by eating the mud by which they were 
surrounded in their extreme hunger. Th< 
mother of the two Crandall boys is nol 
expected to live, the protracted aniietj 
having prostrated her.

A court officer sat at the head of the stain 
and denied admittance to everybody ex- 
cept those having business with the court, 
Bardsley was then conducted to a private 
room where he held a long consultation 
with Mr. Alexander, his counsel. Shortly 
after Judge Wilson entered and took hii 
seat upon the bench. 


Wantcn It Over With. 


The ex-treasurer was brought into tha 


room, being seated near the head of the 
lawyers' table, at his counsel's side. At 
no time did the celebrated prisoner raise 
his head from his hands during the argu- 
ment of hib counsel. District Attorney 
Graham then rose, and addressing the 
court said that as it was the last of the 
court t«rm he desired that the Bardsley 
case should be disposed of. and was un 
willing that it should go over until fall. 


The court then sentenced Bardsley to an 


imprisonment of fifteen years in the Eapt 
ern penitentiary. He was also sentenced 
to pay a fine equal to the amount of the 
embezzlement to which he had pleaded 
guilty.

ST. PAITL, July 2.—Crop reports from
